ING SEGIS PONTIAC, 44444, the latest bull to have 
K 100 daughters admitted to the Advanced Registry 

and become a Century Sire, was born January 31, 
1906, the property of the Stevens Brothers-Hastings Com- 
pany. As all readers of the Holstein-Friesian World know, 
he is ason of King Segis and Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, 
two of the greatest animals ever developed in the Holstein 
breed. 

His sire and dam were a comparatively young couple, 
King Segis being 26 months and Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 
44 only 25 months old at the time of his birth, and few 
then expected the favors fame had in store for this illus- 
trious pair. Of his sire, we need say littlé. Many consider 
him the greatest transmitting sire the world has ever 
known, the work of his daughters and later on, his grand- 
daughters, are ample ground for this belief. One of his 
sons has a 50-lb. daughter, two others have each sired a 
40-lb. heifer, and his granddaughters, through both his 
sons and his daughters, have certainly made tremendous 
milk and butter records. 

The dam, Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, was officially 
tested year after year and made splendid records. At three 
successive Jactation periods she made over 30 lb. of butter 
in seven days, the first 
cow that ever accom- 


mitted this type and conformation has been demonstrated 
time and time again in leading fairs where his sons and 
daughters have carried off prizes and championships. 

In his earlier years he was used as a secondary herd 
sire, but it was no disgrace to have to stand back for the 
mighty King of the Pontiacs. Bred to the daughters of 
that sire, he produced bulls that sold for tremendous prices 
and several years ago one authority gave it as his opinion 
that over a quarter of a million dollars were then invested 
in sons and daughters of King Segis Pontiac. The first 
Holstein bull calf that ever brought $10,000.00 at public 
auction was his son, King Segis Pontiac Alcartra, sold 
June 1911 on the New York State Fair Grounds, right after 
the annual meeting of the National Association. At that 
time the price was a World Record for a dairy bull under 
a year old. 

The daughters of King Segis Pontiac have been scat- 
tered far and near. The Stevens Brothers kept the daugh- 
ters of King of the Pontiacs and as they increased, other 
lines of breeding were traded and sold. Yet, strange to 
say, sons of King Segis Pontiac, especially when from 
daughters of King of the Pontiacs, outsold sons of that 
sire time and time again.

But I am getting away 
from my hero’s history. 
Way back in 1913, I think 
it was, fate seemed unkind 
to him. He became sore 
footed and probably in con- 
sequence, was not a sure 
sire. Those keen judges 
of stock and capable busi- 
ness men, R. FE. Haeger 
and T. E. Getzelman, saw 
him at Liverpool and after 
remarking on his discon- 
solate appearance, _ inci- 
dentally asked the price on 
him. By that time, his dam 
was the mother of the bull 
It, and as the color fad 
was then strongly in evi- 
dence, the Stevens Brothers were planning to retain the 
younger bull in their herd. Mr. Getzelman afterwards told 
me that they never expected to buy him but at the figure 
named, he was a profitable investment if he only lived a 
few months. The partners, after looking over the bull a 
little more, decided to make the plunge, and so King Segis 
Pontiac left New York for the State of Illinois. 

Immediately after getting him home, his new owners, 
who knew that his dam and his dam’s full sister had been 
troubled with sore feet, threw him and carefully pared 
his hoofs, finding at least two pus pockets. These were 
drained and carefully dressed and a few weeks later the 
treatment was repeated. He was kept standing on bare 
ground, and so. successfully was he doctored that when I 
next saw him, Thanksgiving Day 1914, he looked better 
to me than he ever did before, even in the show ring. 
Years of usefulness were thus saved by a little knowledge 
and a lot of gumption. 

A few months later Bob Haeger bought out Getzelman’s 
interest in this sire and those who have looked over Mr. 
Haeger’s young show cattle at any high class fair or at- 
tended his wonderful home sales, have seen superb indi- 
viduals saved to the Holstein breed. And in his home herd 
at Algonquin, Illinois, the King still rules the roost, al- 
though he will be twelve years old on the 31st of January, 
1919.

Woz-'d’s Records Up a Pound in Junior Four Class 


44.61 Lb. Now the High Mark. 

HE World’s Record in the junior 4-year-old Class, 

I seven-day division, has been shoved up a whole pound 
by the performance of Katie Paul Burke 292676, This 
wonderful little heifer, reported by card from the A, R. 
office under date of January 21 with 40.17 lb. butter, 6891 
lb. milk, has made an increase in her milk flow with a 
corresponding rise in percentage of fat, so that her figures 
as they stood on January 27 were 44.61 lb. butter, 690.5 Ib. 
milk. These it will be understood are the owner’s figures 
as furnished by the tester in charge. By this production 
she becomes not’ only the forty-first 40-lb. cow, but the 
World’s Champion junior 4-year-old with a margin of over 
a pound. Last year Lady Netherland Pontiac, a daughter of 
King Pontiac Konigen from a 29-lb. dam took the champion- 
ship away from Wandermere Belle Hengerveld (42.65 Ib), 
with her production of 43.59 Ib. butter, 583.3 lb. milk. It 
might reasonably have been supposed that such a record 
would stand for some time at the top, but now we find 
not only a new record-holder, but the second highest ree- 
ord heifer under full age. Katie Paul Burke is a tidy inéi- 
vidual, weighing between fourteen and fifteen hundred 
pounds before freshening. She has an excellent top-line, 
and is a heifer of good strong capacity, although she would 
not be selected as unusual in this respect. However the 
capacity to produce is bred in her, her own dam, Katie 
Pietertje Paul 5th, being one of the real outstanding cows 
of the breed. Old Katie has a record of 34.23 Ib. butter, 
704.9 lb. milk in 7 days, 140.41 lb. butter, 2914.9 Ib. milk in 
30 days. She has recently made another record which we 
understand is above 33 lb., and she now stands in the stall 
beside her daughter milking right around 100 Ib. per day, 
although not now in test. As a 3-year-old she broke the 
world’s record in the eight months after calving division 
with 17.63 lb. butter, 425.6 lb. milk.

Some Thoughts on Breed Building 


T has been said, “Put all your eggs 
[i one basket, and then watch 
that basket.” This may be good 
feaching with respect*to eggs. Eggs : ; 
are the starting point of the poultry business with many 
people. This same principle may be a good starting point 
for the Holstein breeder. I think it is. Yet this same 
principle, if applied all the way along,- means stagnation 
and loss. Unless you are careful, young breeder, you may 
lose right from the first. 

Pefore any building can take place the ground must 
be cleared. Breed building surely involves the clearing of 
the ground. Therefore, clearing away every one-sided 
make-shift ideal from our minds let us prepare a breed- 
er’s ideal evenly balanced in substantial lines. Let that 
ideal take the form of a pedigree representative of a good 
Holstein herd. What better off shall we be with the top 
line of our pedigree all century sires, if the middle and 
bottom parts are all Ichabod, disgrace, failure? Every 
century sire has his Ichabod sons whose dams leave them 
nothing but a bad name. 

It is best to link up, in our breeding, with as many 
great names as possible. Not that we advise indiscrimin- 
ate grasping after the names with records attached. Too 
much of that has been done. Watch the collateral lines. 
They tell a truer tale than do most pedigrees. It is better 
if your bull’s grandam, for instance, has many high 
record daughters and granddaughters than it is if her own 
record is high. It is bad if she has no record at all, it is 
worse, however, if neither her sons nor her daughters have 
made good. If they have not made good, how can your 
bull make good? On the other hand, if she comes within 
direct or close collateral lines of the best stock, you still 
have a very good chance. Let us insist, however, that it 
isnot enough that she was bred to a good bull. She must 
have either good ancestors, a good record, or good off- 
spring. She should have all three if she is to be the gran- 
dam of your bull. 

The professional breeder may interpose the question, 
“What shall be done with 
young bulls which, for rea- 
sons outlined cannot be 
sold?” Without hesitation 
we answer, “Butcher 
them.” The heifers may 
be kept. For no cow will 
be expected, under ordin- 
ary circumstances, to 
Wield the same hereditary 
influence as that required 
ofa bull. In three or four 
seherations, by the aid of 
800d bulls, cows of first 
quality may be produced. 
Moreover, no one will be 
imjured by the process if, 
in the meantime, the bulls 
are not palmed off on the 
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the grandam applies to all ancestors. 
Indeed the farther back you go in the 
pedigree the more you should find of 
foundation cows, century sires, etc., 
until you get back to where testing began. 

The principle here suggested will naturally result in 
the linking up of great lines of production. Care should be 
taken that these lines do not converge. Two instances to 
the point may be given. Those acquainted with Holstein 
names will -recognize good judgment in the following 
breeding:

The offspring was a heifer 
What did this breeder do next? He bred her to Hengerveld 
Pontiac Korndyke. Why did he do it? Because he did not 
know that old Count Inka Mechthilde was at all related to 
his new bull. The first instance was a fortunate coinci- 
dence. Even the last one is not to be compared with the 
bad practice of many modern breeders. For it often hap- 
pens that the relationships are so complex that they can 
be stated only in figures approaching close to 100 per cent. 
When good blood is as plentiful as it is now, how foolish 
it is to restrict ourselves in this manner. 

Inbreeding destroys the very principle it seeks to pro- 
mote in that it cuts off the possibility of linking up nu-

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Keeping Accounts on the Farm 


GRICULTURE is the fundamental industry upon 
A which rest the prosperity and welfare of the world. 

No other.industry or business can approach it in im- 
portance. Yet think of the consternation and confusion that 
would immediately arise if our railroads, our shops, and our 
mills and factories all depending upon Agriculture—were to 
attempt to get along with as general and indefinite a knowl- 
edge of their business as do our farmers and dairymen! 
It couldn’t be done. They would go on the rocks in no 
time. Agriculture survives and continues to existthrough its 
very stable and fundamental nature. It is none the less 
true however that this deficiency in detailed knowledge 
of costs, this lack of definite information about leaks and 
losses and profits, is responsible for a great deal that is 
bothering Agriculture today. With definite cost figures 
at hand, much of the noise and objection to present prices 
would disappear, because those prices would find abundant 
justification in the facts. At heart we are all very much 
alike—we do not kick at high prices when we feel that we 
are getting value received. It is the feeling that somebody 
is profiteering at our expense that raises our ire. The 
real facts regarding dairy and farm products would dispel! 
any such illusion, but those facts are not available in 
sufficient number’ to prove to the man who has been 
taught to think otherwise that a large proportion of the 
increased price for milk is not “velvet” for the dairyman. 
At the same time this definite knowledge would be worth 
a great many dollars to Agriculture. It would point the way 
to better and more efficient methods; it would show un- 
mistakably what to do and what not to do; it would bolster 
credit; it would lower costs and prices and increase profits. 
In this issue of the World F. H. Stevens makes a sugges- 
tion as to the benefits that would accrue to both consumer 
and producer if accurate cost records were made compul- 
sory by law. While such a plan is of course not practical 
in. our present stage of development, there is plenty of 
food for thought in the fundamental idea back of it. 

Unquestionably the number of farmers and dairymen 
who are keeping reasonably close accounts of their busi- 
ness is growing speedily, for nowadays Uncle Sam is call- 
ing for pretty accurate data about profits. Present day 
conditions really demand it. Far too great a majority of 
them however are failing to meet these conditions with 
present day methods in the fundamental matter of keeping 
definite records of costs and finances. Without question 
this is the most neglected of the important farm operations. 
Several factors contribute toward this condition. In the 
first place most of us dread the job. It looks like a big 
undertaking. Perhaps we doubt our ability to keep them 
straight and in such a manner that they will tell us any- 
thing when we get through. There is nothing much more 
discouraging than a set of books gone wrong, and so we 
postpone the evil day and follow the line of least resis- 
tance by trying to keep our account good at the bank and 
by telling ourselves as long as we have a balance there, 
we must be getting along all right. 

We feel perfectly safe in saying that the proportion of 
the readers of the World who are keeping adequate books 
on their business is far greater than the average for dairy- 
men and farmers in general. Yet it is equally certain that

He was a pioneer in experimenting 
with mechanical milkers and his tests, and writings on the 
subject of feeding ensilage gave him a wide reputation in 
dairying circles. Concerning him Mr. Powell says: 
“In his business transactions he was broad-minded, fair 
honorable, watchful of the interest of his associates as 
well as his own. As an associate he was companionable, 
generous, always mindful of the comfort of others. Asa 
citizen he was liberal and interested in the public wel- 
fare. By his death the Holstein-Friesian Association has

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Address of President Aitken Before Members of the 
Pennsylvania Holstein Breeders’ Club 


Pennsylvania in having the Na- 
tional meeting held in their state 
in June next, have assumed a great 
responsibility, and they must realize 
what is expected of them by the mem- 
bers generally throughout the country. 
Since the meetings have com- 
menced to alternate between the East 
and the West, the attendance, the in- 
terest, and the magnitude of each 
meeting has far exceeded the year 
previous, and it is up to you breed- 
ers of Pennsylvania to prepare and 
demonstrate that the good work is go- 
ing to continue, that you men of Penn- 
sylvania are equal to the emergency, 
that you are equal, with the increasing 
prestige of the Association to excel in 
attendance, in enthusiasm, and in re- 
sults, any meeting that has ever been 
held by the Association. There is no 
reason why you should not be able to 
do it. When the next meeting is held 
there will be practically 2,000 more 
members than there was a year before, 
and the increased interest in Holstein- 
Friesian breeding has increased in 
greater proportion than has the membership. 

This is a great institution this purebred livestock asso- 
ciation to which you belong, and it is an honor to the 
breeders of any state to have its annual meeting held with- 
in its precincts. I have no fear myself but what it will 
be a success; I believe the breeders of Pennsylvania are 
interested, that they have pride in their business and pride 
in the Association, and that it is only necessary to create 
interest and enthusiasm sufficient so that your membership 
will attend the meeting at Philadelphia. 

There never was before occasion for such interest 
among the breeders of the black and whites. Your ani- 
mals are becoming famous the world over, and in every 
country under the sun where dairying is appreciated, and 
where dairy animals are desired, the black and whites 
have the call. There is at present in the United States 
representatives of the French Government, of the Belgium 
Government, and of the Panama Republic looking for 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, and before this meeting is held 
in June next there will have been thousands of animals 
purchased for export. While we are anxious that our 
breeders shall receive good prices and will be pleased with 
the sales they make, we must realize that the good name 
of this Association is at stake, and all of us lend our effort 
to see to it that the animals that are exported are a credit 
to the breed and will be an advertisement, an inducement, 
for the sale of others. Unfortunately for the Holstein 
Friesian breeders of the country there have been inferior 
animals sent into new territory within the United States 
that have discouraged the purchasers and brought into 
disrepute the black and whites as a breed. These animals 
oftimes were not only inferior in type and in production, 
but were diseased and were a menace to the community 
that purchased them. My contention is that it is just as 
much the duty of this Association to discourage and stop 
wherever possible such illegitimate dealing as it is to aid 
and assist honorable breeders in the disposition of their 
animals. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America has been 
lending every possible effort within its power to help 
blaze the way to progressive, permanent, and profitable 
dairying. The business in the past has been carried on 
in a haphazard, go-as-you-please method, some periods 
profitable, but generally not. There has never been any 
stability about the business, the dairy products might bring 
a good price in August, September and October and pro- 
duced at a loss in March, April, May and June. There has 
never been any stability to the market and largely because 
the general public had no knowledge of the value of our 
product, or the uses to which it could be put. The dairy- 
men themselves have not appreciated the value of the 
product they produced. I have spoken about it so many 
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‘imes that I am ashamed 
it here, but this want of 
about the dairy products 
general among the prcduc 

the consumers in the erent Ga 
population. There has never weap ot 
well directed effort to inform the uy 
sumers of the value and necessity of 
the use of dairy products, I apprehent 
there is not a first class hote] or ty 
taurant in the State of Pennsylvania 
but what if you took the meny ms 
would find under the “eats” clase 
bouillon, vegetable soup, or other pd 
bles of like character; down at the 
bottom of the menu among the 
“drinks” you will find coffee, milk, tea 
Under the “eats” you find bouillon ang 
vegetable soup, under the “drinks” 
milk, while the chances are there jg 
nothing on the menu that has such 
great food value as the milk. Still, jt 
is considered a beverage, and the 
clear bouillon is considered a food, 
Simply for want of information this 
milk you produce, gentlemen, should 
be eaten with a spoon as a food and 
not drank from a glass as a beverage, 
Clear bouillon and vegetable soup, even though strained 
and clear is eaten with a spoon because it is a food, and 
with not one-fifth of the food value of the milk that is drank 
from the glass and called a beverage. 

I apprehend none of you gentlemen have ever seen a 
menu card with bread and milk printed as a food upon it, 
and still economically and as a balanced ration, and for 
health and vigor, there is no combination known that 
equals it. I believe most of you gentlemen would agree that 
while it does not appear upon the menu cards furnished 
by the United States Government to the travelling public 
in its dining cars, that it would be greatly preferable to 
some of the meals they do furnish and charge $1.00 for, 
That is because the Government officials are like the 
general public, they have never been informed of the 
value of this product you dairymen have been producing, 
and whose fault is that? It is to your interest to advise 
people of the value of what you have to sell. 

We must instill in the minds of those responsible for 
the nutrition of the people the need of educating the public 
for its own betterment. We must in every locality every- 
where insist that the public schools of this country shall 
teach the need of nutritious food and what it consists of. 
Prof. E. V. McCollum has produced a work on nutrition 
for sale by Macmillan & Company of New York, giving 
a history of hundreds of experiments and tremendous re 
search work which, if brought before the schools of the 
country would benefit humanity to a greater extent than 
anything else that could be encouraged among the public, 
and if practiced would reduce the mortality among infants 
in this country, I believe, more than fifty per cent. Such a 
result is worth striving for aside from the benefit it would 
be to those engaged in dairying by increasing the use of 
their preduct. 

There is no question but what for the next year or 
two we are going to have tremendous demands for the dairy 
products for export, but it is during this period that we 
must work out our problems, not alone gentlemen, for the 
benefit of the industry but for the benefit of the race. 
There is no way that the human race can be improved a 
to increase the consumption of milk among children. 

I believe, also, that we have to realize that this dairying 
is a business proposition and one that requires the highest 
intelligence, the most accurate information, and the most 
indefatigable industry of any occupation in the world, and 
without all of these we are bound—some of us—to fall 
by the wayside. You must on your little plants at home 
study the problem of production, how you can increase the 
output and how you can reduce the cost. You might be 
able to increase the production and decrease the cost to 
quite an appreciable extent by simply giving your cows

warm water to drink, because it has 
got to be heated either by the food 
you give a cow or by fire before the 
cow gets it, and I believe that coal or 
wood is cheaper than corn or barley. 
If you put a muffler on your automo- 
bile you reduce the power of your mo- 
tor, and if you fail to give your milk- 
ing machine air and plenty of it, 
through ventilation, you have reduced 
her efficiency and productive capacity. 
If you permit your animals to stand 
out in the cold winds of fall and win- 
ter when you could as well have put 
them in the barn, you have wasted 
whatever food it took to generate the 
heat to overcome the cold to which 
they were subjected. Your milking 
machines will operate to the greatest 
efficiency under conditions that give 
them plenty of air, but not subject to 
draft or intense cold. This applies with

equal force to the grade as well as 
the purebred. 

With you breeders of purebred ani- 
mals much is to be expected. You are 
supposed to be the leaders in the dairy 
industry, you are supposed to be the 
leaders in your community. It was sup- 
posed to be an evidence of intelligence 
when you first attempted to improve 
your herd by using purebred sires, and 
when you had intelligence to observe 
it, determined to get the best, and pur- 
chased or bred registered stock, you 
gave evidence of your fitness to en- 
gage in the dairy industry, and we 
have a right to assume that every 
breeder of Holstein-Friesian cattle, 
particularly every member of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
is an intelligent, reasonable man and 
a leader in thought and effort in the 
community in which he lives. Taking 
that for granted the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America has been set- 
ting the pace in purebred livestock 
breeding, not only in the number but 
in the quality as well, and for milking 
machines there is no question any 
more as to the proper kind to have. 
When I was a boy they used to say 
the Holstein-Friesian cow gave a lot 
of milk but she would not make much 
butter. We never hear these remarks 
now from persons who are familiar 
with results. This great breed of ours 
stands at the head in production of 
everything that goes to make the dairy 
industry a success. The production 
at the present time is so much in 
excess of what we ever dreamed was 
possible ten years ago, that we have 
thrown off the limit and there is no 
way of estimating, or even imagining,

SUMMARY OF OFFICIAL TESTING 
IN WASHINGTON 


The report of H. N. Colman, Supt 
of official testing for the state of 
Washington shows that ‘during the 
month of December eleven of the 
seventeen Holstein cows in the state 
making year records produced enough 
butter fat to secure the honor of 
mention. This means that practically 
65 per cent of the Holsteins on test 
exceeded the requirements for honor. 
able mention. During the same month, 
82 Jerseys were on test for year rec. 
ords, about 40 per cent of them win 
ning honorable mention. 

The summary for 1918 shows that 
for both long time and short time rec. 
ords more Holstein herds were repre. 
sented than any other breed, there 
being 32 Holstein, 22 Jersey, 4 Guer- 
sey and 3 Ayrshire herds conducting 
tests. A total of 2523 tests were con- 
ducted which is a_ slight decrease 
from 1917, although a creditable show- 
ing under the labor and feed condi- 
tions that have obtained. The leading 
producers come from the herds of 
A. E. Smith, Carnation Farms, F. §. 
Stimson, H. J. Evans, J. L. Smith and 
F. M. Svinth.

Fourteen cheese factories are now 
in operation in the two most north. 
easterly counties of Iowa and Ho). 
steins are browsing on the hills. Two 
years ago there was not a cheege 
making institution in either of the 
counties. 

The development of the cheege 
business is due to the vision anq 
initiative of D. J. Murphy, lawyer ang 
banker at Waukon, Iowa, the county 
seat of one of the counties, Twelve 
of the factories are owned by him. 
The other two are farmer's co-opera- 
tive concerns, though they both are 
working under an ex-officio sort of 
supervision of Mr. Murphy. 

Mr. Murphy’s round dozen factories 
are all in Allamakee county at Ross. 
ville, Volney, Cherry Mound, Forest

Mills, Harper’s Ferry, Hanover, Eng- 
lish Bench, French Creek, Village 
Creek, Dorchester and Frankville. The 
string of factories is administered 
from Waukon as Headquarters where 
the general manager has offices. Al- 
so at Waukon is a cold storage plant 
with a capacity of 400,000 pounds of 
cheese. The cheese from the different 
factories is brought by motor truck to 
the storage plant and all cheese ship- 
ments are made from Waukon. 
The twelve factories belonging to 
Mr. Murphy have been established in 
each instance in rough country where 
creeks, springs and natural timber 
abound and the country is unsuited for 
grain farming but ideally suited for 
dairying. Furthermore they have been 
established where creameries were 
remote from farms and the farmers 
had no market nearby for milk. The 
factories are thus proving a distinct 
benefit to the different communities. 
In fact they are regarded almost as 
the salvation of some of the farmers 
who were having a heartbreaking time

ing letter from Richard F. Toelle, 
Company A, 9th Machine Gun Bn., con. 
cerning his experiences with the Amer. 
ican Expeditionary Forces in France.. 
He describes some of the things he 
saw Nov. 15, 1918, while proceeding 
with the army of occupation.

WEIGHTS OF MILK AND CREAW 


Investigations by the United States 
Department of Agriculture show that 
the weights of milk and cream cop. 
taining various amounts of fat are 
approximately as follows, at a temper. 
ature of 68 degrees: 

Skimmed milk of a fat content of 
.025 per cent weighs 8.63 pounds per 
gallon, while milk which tests 3 per 
cent butter fat weighs 8.6 pounds per 
gallon. Milk which tests 3.5 per cent 
weighs 8.59 pounds per gallon, while 
4 per cent milk weighs 8.58 pounds, 5 
per cent milk weighs 8.58 pounds, and 
6 per cent milk weighs 8.57 pounds 
per gallon. Mixed milk and cream of 
a 10 per cent fat content weighs 8.53 
pounds, while a similar mixture of 
15 per cent fat content weighs 8.47 
pounds per gallon. Twenty per cent 
cream weighs 8.43 pounds, 25 per cent 
cream weighs 8.39 pounds, 30 per cent 
cream weighs 8.35 pounds, 35 per cent 
cream weighs 8.31 pounds, and 40 per 
cent cream 8.28 pounds to the gallon. 
For all practical purposes the weight 
of milk testing from 38 to 5 per cent 
butter fat may be figured at 8.6 pounds 
per gallon.—uU. S. Dept. of Agriculture.
